The question has often arisen bow it 
was possible for an officer in tin* navy. 
Who may have been of tbe sam e corps 
or of the sam e grade or even of t lie 
same class in the Naval academy, or 
who may have been an associate on 
doty w ith an officer under official fire, 
could be a proper person to aet as a 
member of ft board of inquiry or form 
a personnel in a court martial. It has 
been repeatedly show n th a t the honor 
of the uniform alone has on several oc­ 
casions m ade an officer condemn to 
punishm ent his host friend and ship­ 
mate and th at his oath as a gentleman 
compelled him to do th a t which under 
other circum stances might be consider­ 
ed by an elastic conscience to he full 
justice to the departm ent, himself and 
lite friend the defendant. Never in the 
history of tile united service lias there 
been Hie shadow of doubt as to the hon­ 
esty of purpose of the members of a 
trial bourd. 
A court of inquiry such as th at order­ 
ed for the Schley controversy is held by 
the sam e authority as a general court 
martial "w ithout restriction as to ex­ 
press authority.” Its origin is not found 
in law*, according to the highest a u ­ 
thorities, one of whom was Henry C. 
Cochrane, but in Hie exercise of kingly 
prerogative. Custom alone managed to 
get the courts of inquiry into the mill 
tary jurisdiction of England, but the 
Uuited States did not legally attem pt 
to recognise the wisdom of courts of 
inquiry until April 23, 1800, They had 
been held here previous to th at time, 
however. As a token of their splendid 
formation it is known th at the laws as 
to their organization aud powers have 
uot undergone the slightest change 
since th at time. 
A court of inquiry has oue purpose 
only. T his is to ascertain facts In any 
case th at is complicated and “ for tile 
inform ation of superior authority on 
ly.” A court of this kiud may be con­ 
vened to fix any responsibility, which 
is merely a preliminary proceeding to a 
trial by court martini. 
In the Schley 
court of inquiry the ninlu purpose will 
Im? to clear up m atters of public wel­ 
fare, and, believing himself to be ag 
grieved, the rear adm iral stands in the 
legal sense of dem and lug exculpation 
for something he did or did uot do. 
While Schley may dem and the presence 
of any w itness he chooses ami may lie 
represented by counsel either in tile 
navy or out, he is cut off absolutely 
from all connection w ith the court ex­ 
cept as chief w itness for himself. Yet, 
us in civil law, he is uot compelled to 
testify for or against himself, and uuy 
failure to appear as a witness or any 
refusal to answ er questions m ust not 
mitigate him iu the general summ ing 
up. 
Tbe Schley court of Inquiry will not 
have the authority to convict. It wfll 
simply record, sift aud methodize the 
Information gleaned, and Its report will 
alone determ ine if further action is 
necessary. 
For this rensou the court 
will have ouly scmljudlcial authority, 
which will, however, lie distinguished 
for great precision as regards docu­ 
m entary evidence The extrem e strict­ 
ness of a general court m artial cautio! 
prevail In a court of iuquiry of tbe 
Schley character. The scope of the in­ 
vestigation will depend absolutely up­ 
on instructions from Secretary lomg.

In a word, the 
full scope of a court of inquiry of tile 
Schley order is “ well and truly to ex­ 
am ine and Inquire**—th a t and nothing 
more.

W ith a court m artial everything is 
different, oven to tbe judge advocate 
trying to convict, w hereas in a prelimi­ 
nary Investigation, such as a court of 
I inquiry really is, that official’s sole pur­ 
pose is to got ail necessary facts from 
witnesses. 
T be authority of a court 
martial is much more limited than that 
of a civil tribunal, and its powers have 
been cut a hundredfold since 1033, 
when Robert Blake, George Monks, 
John Disbrow aud William Penn, all 
adm irals and generals under the E ng­ 
lish Hag. acted under the authority of 
parliam ent and Issued instructions to 
all com m anders of ships to govern aud 
punish all persons guilty of infractions 
of tin* naval laws. 
T he only person in

navy or tile commander in chief of a 
fleet or squadron.

A judge advocate, besides knowing 
I som ething about law, m ust be more 
or less of an expert iii the duties of sen 
• manship. gunnery and all military ami 
naval tactics. 
Ile m ust keep the pro­ 
ceedings of tin* court, adm inister the 1 
required oatli to the different members 
of tile court, advise thorn as to all ques­ 
tions of form aud law, object to tile ad ­ 
mission of improper evidence and point 
* out tile irrelevancy of any testimony 
that may be introduced. 
In a word, lie 
assum es ail the responsibility of the 
1 legality of tile proceeding th at a judge 
aud lawyer might. 
As a general thing 
officers of tho murine corps are asked 
to serve as Judge advocates. 
The Revised Statutes of the United 
States define the rules to govern the 
admission of evidence us follows:

York Journal. 
The common sort is 
the culex, which is not to be taken so 
seriously. 
Of course all mosquitoes 
bile or sting. 
Perhaps the easiest way to tell the 
poisonous insect from bis less harmful 
brother is to observe bis posture when 
alighted upon the skin or any other ob­ 
ject. 
The anopheles stands with its 
head low’ered and tail raised at an an­ 
gle of 45 degrees or more. A sharp eye 
can discern a mottling on the wings. 
The eulex, or nonmalaria bearing in­ 
sect, invariably bolds its body parallel 
to the surface upon which it stands. 
Its wiugs are transparent. Other dif­ 
ferences require the aid of a micro­ 
scope to detect. 
It has been demonstrated that when 
the anopheles mosquito becomes in­ 
fected with malaria, either in its na­ 
tive marsh or by biting a malarial pa­ 
tient, the malaria parasite enters its 
body, where it incubates for a period of 
eight or nine days, forming a lump on 
the interior of the Intestinal wall. This 
lump eventually bursts, tilling the tis­ 
sues of the insect's body with malarial 
germs, veblch are communicated to hu­ 
man beings.

Secretary Morrison Commits the Fed­ 
eration of Labor Against the 


Steel Trust. 


W ashington, Aug. 6.—“The Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor is h eart and 
soul with the A m algam ated Associa­ 
tion of Iron and Steel W orkers 
in 
their fight against the steel trust,” 
(aid F rank Morrison, the general sec­ 
retary of the Am erican Federation of 
Labor. 
“It will be 
impossible for 
them to fail to win the strike. 
We 
have a m em bership 
of 
1.250.OOO op­ 
eratives. and with our backing they 
t annot lose. 
Everybody knows th a t 
the object of the steel 
tru s t is to 
crush out trades unionism, and there 
is nothing left for the Federation of 
Labor to do but to stand by the Amal­ 
gam ated association. 
“It is a fight, to the death, and our 
organization will be in it at the finish. 
W hile 
President 
Shaffer 
was 
iii 
W ashington last S aturday night a n i 
Sunday, with other labor leaders, he 
spoke hopefully of the situation.” 
“lf President Shaffer is so certain 
of success, why does he not issue his 
ultim atum a t once?” was suggested. 
“B ecause I believe an effort will be 
m ade to reach an understanding with 
the steel m agnates.

From surrounding 
buildings injured 
people came m il­ 
lin g aud fell in the 
street uncon­ 
scious. 
To add to the horror fire 
lvoice out in the debris the m om ent it 
settled to the ground and in less 
than five m inutes the great pile was 
burning fiercely from end to end.

general alarm was turned in far fire 
apparatus and am bulances, and in the 
m eantim e the work of rescue was vol 
untarily begun by those in the neigh­ 
borhood th a t were not injured.

Fire Soon Under Control. 
W hen the firemen reached the scene 
■ the flames had reached great head­ 
way and were igniting the bin d in g s 
across the street.

‘ v as soon under control, and w ith the 
exception of a sm all blaze here and 
there the fire was extinguished in a 
few minutes.

They may take the place of some of 
the cheaper cigars, but will not be con­ 
sidered In the high class trade. 
Some 
dealers say that they prefer the Mexi­ 
can cigar or the good domestic brands 
to the Porto Kieaq. 
As one dealer ex­ 
plained it, there is a peculiar taste to 
the Porto Rican which Is found In all 
grades and seems to come from the 
soil. No matter where the Porto Rican 
tobacco Is cured, this peculiar taste re 
mains. 
Porto Rican cigars are just now en 
joying a boom, aud everywhere signs 
announcing the sale of Porto Rican cl 
gars may be seen. 
It is a question 
bow much of the stock advertised as 
Porto Rican ever came from the Island 
Some of the cigars are undoubtedly ot 
local manufacture. There is no great 
future in the Uuited States for the 
Porto Rlcaii cigar as far as the con 
uolsseur is concerned, as there Is not ii 
lug In It to appeal to him compared 
with the Havana. 
The former duty on Porto Rican cl 
gars was 15 per cern on tobacco and ’if* 
lier cent ad valorem.

CONQUESTS OF THE TROLLEY. 
The trolley roads are fast develop­ 
ing Into mighty competitors of the 
steam railroads. Long since they cap­ 
tured the major portion of the Inter­ 
urban and suburban passenger traffic 
which formerly yielded a handsome 
income to the steam railroads in ev­ 
ery large city. 
Now they are going 
after freight business and getting it. 
too. 
They are also extending their 
lines from town to town so rapidly 
that it promises to be only a short 
time until all important cities and 
towns are linked together by electric 
railways, just as they now are by 
Bteam railroads. 
Express trains of 
electric cars are now run on many 
roads, and more are promised. 
But the ramifications of the busi­ 
n ess are not to stop just yet. 
Here 
is Fred Green, manager of the Spring­ 
field and Dayton electric line, who 
suggests that the time may not be far 
distant when sleeping cars will be 
run on the traction roads and that 
passengers may be carried by trol­ 
ley lines, from Cleveland to Cincin­ 
nati, for instance, at a rate of speed 
that 
will 
compare 
favorably with 
steam railroad trains. This may seem 
visionary, but no one who has wit- 
nesed the marvelous growth of the 
trolley roads in the past dozen years 
will regard it as improbable. 
An ar­ 
ticle published In these columns yes­ 
terday gave a good idea of the de­ 
velopment of the street railway busi­ 
ness in this state. Surprising as that 
development has been, it is so far 
from being complete that it may 
he 
regarded as still in its infancy. The 
field of the trolley road is yet only 
half occupied. 
Meantime, there is an 
excellent chance for some company 
to connect East Liverpool and the 
county seat by an electric railroad. 
Such an enterprise would pay almost 
from the start and Its franchise, now 
to be had practically without cost, 
would certainly grow' more valuable 
with each succeeding year.

CORN AND W HEAT CROPS. 
Corn is king in the United States. 
Usually the value of the crop is dou­ 
ble 
that of the wheat crop and far 
ahead of the value of cotton. 
It is 
the most important factor in the pros­ 
perity of some of the great western 
states. 
It is therefore most welcome 
news to learn that the reports of the 
damage to the crop from drought 
were exaggerated and that, while the 
yield w'ill probably be below the av­ 
erage of recent years, the shortage 
will be for less than was feared a few 
weeks ago. 
But if the corn crop is comparatively

W il l Not Affect Sale of H av a n a* . 
There has been some speculation 
since- the announcement of free trade 
between the United States and Porto 
Rico as to the effect upon the tobacco 
trade of the free Importation of Porto 
Rican cigars, says the New York Even 
ing Sun. It is generally conceded that 
its effect will be slight, however, and 
will not affect the sale of Havanas iii 
any way. The Porto Rican cigars are 
good; but, according to those familial 
with the trade, they lack the body and 
aroma that the Havana possesses. 
They may take the place of some of 
the cheaper cigars, but will not be con­ 
sidered in the high class trade. Some 
dealers say that they prefer the Mexi­ 
can cigar or the good domestic brands 
to the Porto Hicaq. As one dealer ex­ 
plained it, there is a peculiar taste to 
the Porto Rican which is found in all 
grades and seems to come from the 
soil. No matter where the Porto Rican 
tobacco is cured, this peculiar taste re 
mains. 
Porto Rican cigars are just now en 
joying a boom, and everywhere signs 
announcing the sale of Porto Rican cl 
gars may be seen. 
It is a question 
how much of the stock advertised as 
Porto Rican ever came from the island 
Some of the cigars are undoubtedly of 
local manufacture. There is no great 
future in the United States for the 
Porto Rican cigar 89 far as the con 
noisseur is concerned, as there is notb 
ing in It to appeal to bim compared 
with the Havana. 
The former duty on Porto Rican ci­ 
gars was 15 per cent on tobacco and 25 
per cent ad valorem. 
This tariff has 
been removed, but the internal revenue 
tax must still be paid either in Porto 
Rico or here. Dealers generally think 
that the Porto Rican cigars may take 
the place of some American brands. 
but that no great partiality will be 
shown them

A correspondent sends us n remarka­ 
ble insftinee of adaptutiou of instinct 
in a trapdoor spider, Kays the writer:

Commenting 
ou this, a contributor to Nature says: 
“As is well known, the doors of trap­ 
door spiders* 
burrows are typically 
made of flattened pellets of earth stuck 
together with silk or other adhesive 
material. The unique behavior of the 
spider in questiou showed no little dis­ 
crimination on her part touching the 
suitability as to size, sbajie and weight , 
of the object selected to fuitill the pur­ 
pose for which the sixpence was used.”
